King  hat  aacccadcd  fai  doing  tince 
he  entered  politici.  and  perhaps  par- 
ticularly by  his  utterances  in  the 
prcfMt  CMipalsD  im  whkk  Im  taeks 
ta  make  the  constitutional  ^^acstion 
the  dominant  issue,  he  haa  at  least

The  Ottawa  Citizen  has  issued  a  spe 
cial   number  oi  ^<aae   hundred  and 
twenty-eight  pages — the  biggest  news- 
paper that  ever  has  been  printed  in 
Canada,  so  far  as  w*  know.  9tic  Cili 
zen  is  one  cif    the   Sontham  tiews 
papers,  and  all  the  papers*  of  that  en- 
terpriting  family  are  "going  in  for  big 

llilns--"  .mil  pr'nltirintj  m.ins'  r.  lorl 
things  these  days.  Our  contemporary 
of  the  :^aderai  Capital  hat  political 

views  we  do  not  share  but  it  is  print- 
ing 111  the  newt,  and  that,  from  either 
the  point  of  view  of  the  joaraalitt  or 
ot  the  reader,  it  the  OfM  thing  that 
really  matters. 

The  special  anniversary  edition  oi 
The  Citizen  contains  a  very  complete 
history  of  the  Federal  Capital  of  (  an 
ada,  and  that  history  is  highly  enter- 
taiaing.   One  of  the  moat  intereatinR 

features  of  Ottawa's  history  relates  to 
its  selection  as  the  site  for  the  Capital 
of  Canada.  The  polMeiaaa  of  Canada 

in  the  infant  days  of  the  country,  after 
the  manner  of  tome  of  the  politicians 
of  the  present  day,  were  a  quarrel- 
some lot.  They  rould  not  agree  when 
they  met  to  pick  out  a  place  upon 
which  to  erect  the  proposed  new  Par- 
liament  Buildings.      They  therefore 


asked  the  late  Queen  Victoria  to  do 
aad  many  of  them  are  Americans,    ,h»t  for  them  and  put  an  end  to  sec 


now  naturalized  Caaadiaat. 

In  thit  article  from  the  Wall  ittreet 
publication  strong  emphasis  i:*  laid  on 
the  close  ernnoniic  relationship  be- 
tween Canada  and  the  United  States, 
aad  it  says  that  this  great  influence

We  have  always  taken  a  deep  »in-

In  The  \dvocaie  Mackenzie  had  ex- 
claimed that  disloyalty  could  never 
enter  his  breast;  in  The  Constitution 
he  boasted  of  his  'rebel  blood.'  and 
cri^d,  'I  am  proud  of  my  descent  from 
a  rebtt  racef  He  gave  the  Oovern- 
ment  many  opportunities  to  prosecute 
him;  but  he  was  now  regarded  as  a 
discredited  man,  and  the  Gotremmcnt 
affected  to  treat  him  with  COBtaiapt."

"By  this  time  Macke'nzie  seems  to 
have  been  genuinely  bent  on  mischief 
He  was  in  constant  communication 
with  the  leaders  of  the  projected 
revolt  ia  Lower     Canada  (Quebec^ 

 It  must  not  be  imagined  that 

the  Goverameat  waa  ignorant  of  these 
proceedings.  It  kept  a  close  watch 
on  Mackenzie  aad  all  his  doings. 
First,'  said  Sir  Francis  Head,  'he 
wrote,  snd  then  he  printed,  and  then 
he  rode,  and  then  he  spoke,  ctamped, 
foamed,  wiped  his  seditious  little 
mouth,  and  then  spoke  again;  and 
thus,  like  a  squirrel  in  a  cage,  he  con- 
tinued with  astounding  assiduity  the 

centre  af  a  revolutionary  carear."

After  giving  elaborate  details  of  the 

proceedins;s  of  the  rebel  forces  cov- 
ering a  period  of  several  months,  Mr 
Wallae*  thns  describes  the  "battle" 
which  ended  the  rebellion:  "At  6 
o'clock  the  rebel  force  had  assembled 
at  the  Bloer  Street  (Toronto)  toll 
gate.  At  ten  minutes  past  lis  thry 
proceeded  down  Vonge  Street,  over 
seven  hundred  strong.  They  vn 
countered  no  opposition  until  they 
reached  what  is  now  Maitland  Street 
At  this  point  was  stationed  a  picket 
of  twenty'seven  men  andar  Sheriff 
Jarvis.  As  the  reheN  app'-oarhed 
Jarvis  gave  the  order  to  hre.  and  an 
irregular  volley  was  deft^ltad  iato  the 
head  of  the  rebel  column.  Then  was 
enacted  a  piece  of  pure  comedy.  The 
picket,  having  discharged  their  gans. 
heat  a  hastj'  retreat  The  rebel*  re- 
turned The  fire;  bat  when  the  front 
ranks  kneeled  or  lay  down  in  order  to 
allow  lho«r  behind  to  fire  toe.  those 
behind  thought  that  the  hea/  oi  the 
column  had  been  mowed  down  snd 
were  seized  with  panic;  and  in  a  lew 
moments  the  whole  rebel  cfiliimn  was 
in  flight  ap  Vonge  Street.  The  body 
of  one  al  Ika  lasargants  (tha  only 
casually)' was  left  Wing  on  the  road- 
side, whaie  it  remained  until  morn- 
ing.
